NEWBERN.   May  3(i,  1866. 

The  Fiftieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Churcli  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  met  in  Christ 
Church,  j^ewhern,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  accordance  with 
tlie  appointment  of  the  last  Convention. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  absent  in  conseqiience  of 
ill-liealth,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Secre- 
tary; and,  on  motion,  Rev.  Richard  S.  Mason,  D.D.,  was 
called  to  the  Chair.

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment.  The  fol- 
lowing Clergymen  appeared  and  took  their  seats,  viz:  Rev.

The  Secretar}'  reported  that  twenty-four  Clergymen,  and 
Lay  Delegates  from  eighteen  Parishes, — a  quorum — were 
present.  Whereupon  the  Chair  declared  the  Convention 
duly  organized. 

On  motion,  Rev.  Richard  S.  Mason,  D.D.,  was  elected 
President  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  W.  IST.  Tillinghast  was  elected  Secretary  of 
the  Convention. 

Rev.  A.  A.  Watson  presented  the  Bishop's  Annual  Ad- 
dress, at  his  request. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  read. 

Mr.  Watson  read  the  Address,  as  follows: 

Deaii  Bretiiken  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

Immediately  after  our  last  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion, and  in  pursuance  of  the  Resolutions  adopted  by  it,  I 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  General   Convnition.  of  the 
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Clinrcli  ill  tlie  United  States,  lielcl  in  tlie  Cit}'  of  PMla- 
delpliia. 

In  common  witli  the  other  Bishops  and  Delegates  from 
the  Southern  Dioceses  who  were  present  at  that  meeting,  I 
received  a  most  cordial  and  kindly  welcome;  and  the  re- 
union of  our  own  Diocese  with  that  Church  was  accomplish- 
ed in  a  manner  entirely  consistent  Avith  Church  principles, 
and  highly  satisfactory  to  ourselves.  ^  The  other  Southern 
Dioceses,  so  far  as  opportunity  has  h(^en  aiforded  them, 
have  become  united|to  the  same  Communion,  and  the  unity 
of  the  Church  throughout  our  country  may  now  be  con- 
sidered as  secure. 

This  most  auspicious  result  must,  imder  God,  be  ascribed 
mainly  to  the  truly  Christian  and  magnanimous  spirit 
displayed  by  the  great  body  of  the  Bishops  and  other  Dele- 
gates from  the  ISTorthern  Dioceses  who  attended  that  Con- 
vention. All  of  them  had  to  expose  themselves  to  prejudice, 
and  some  of  them  to  the  danger  of  actual  privation  and 
penury,  for  venturing  to  do  their  duty  in  that  crisis  of  the 
history  of  the  cTiurch.  But  none  of  these  things  moved 
them,  and  they  went  forward  and  acted  as  became  Bishops, 
and  Ministers,  and  members  of  the  Church  of  God,  who 
must  give  account  to  Him  for  what  they  did;  and  under  His 
blessing  the  result  has  been  that  none,  so  far  as  I  have 
heard,  have  suffered.  And  the  character  and  position  of 
the  Church  have  been  immeasurably  exalted  in  the  eyes  of 
our  whole  people. 

I  may  here  express  the  conviction,  after  full  and  fi'ee  in- 
terchange of  opinions  with  our  best  friends  at  the  North, 
that  unless  there  had  been  an  attendance  of  Delegates  from 
some  of  the  Southern  Dioceses,  at  the  General  Convention 
of  1865,  there  either  would  have  been  no  reunion  of  the 
Church,  or  it  would  have  been  accomplished  upon  terms 
altogether  distasteful,  and  not  very  creditable  to  ourselves. 
Either  of  these  results,  it  seems  to  me,  would  have  been  a 
great  calamity. 

On  my  return  from  the  General  Convention,  I  brought 
back  my  family  fi^om  Wadesborough  to  Wilmington,  and 
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iiiiiuediately  pioceeded  to  tiiat  i)ait  of  my  Diocese  from 
wliicli,  for  sevej-al  years,  I  had  l)een  slmt  out,  because  of 
its  occupation  hy  the  Army  of  the  United  States. 

I  had  confirmed,  immediately  after  tlie  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion at  Kah^igh,  fourteen  persons;  and  Bishop  La}',  in  my 
behalf,  luid  administ(^red  tlie  same  ordinance  at  Lincolnton 
to  fifteen  pei'sons. 

Beainninii-  now  at  Newbern,  JN'ovember  26th,  I  confirmed 
in  that  j)lace  fiv«^  i)ers^is,  and  two  days  afterwards,  at  Beau- 
fort, I  confirmed  twenty,  and  on  the  next  day,  at  the  same 
place,  one  2>erson. 

On  the  2d  of  December,  in  Trinity  Church,  Beaufort 
County,  I  confirmed  eight  persons. 

On  the  3d,  in  the  town  of  Washington,  seven  more. 

On  the  4th,  at  Zion  Church,  Beaufort  Count}^,  I  confirm- 
ed four. 

Then  at  Plymouth,  on  the  6th,  I  confirmed  three;  at  St.. 
Luke's,  Washington  County,  on  the  7th,  ii\e;  and  at  Eden- 
ton,  on  the  10th,  eleven;  at  Gatesville,  on  the  12tli,  four;  at 
Hertford,  on  the  loth,  fourteen;  and  at  Elizabeth  011}%  on 
the  17tli,  twelve  persons.  At  all  of  these  places  I  preached, 
generally  several  times,  and  at  most  of  them  administered 
tlie  Hoi}'  Communion. 

In  this  part  of  the  State,  more  than  any  other,  I  sa^^'  the 
injurious  effects  of  the  war  displayed.  More  than  half  of 
the  lately  flourishing  town  of  Washington  was  destroyed  by 
fire,  itself  tlie  result  of  w  ar,  and  every  house  of  Avorship  in 
it  consumed,  except  one  small  ])uilding,  not  larger  than  a 
school-house. 

At  Plymouth  t}ie  ruin  was  even  more  complete;  nineteen- 
twentieths  of  tlie  buildings  of  that  place  were  swept  away, 
and  its  site  had  become  a  desolate  field,  rather  than  the 
abode  of  men  and  of  commerce.  The  coTintiy  generally 
was  stripx)ed  of  its  laborers,  the  lands  neglected,  and  the 
roads  and  bridges  scarcely  passable.  Yet  so  abundant  is 
the  x)rovision,  which  both  the  soil  and  the  waters  make  in 
tliis  highly  favored  region  for  the  sustenance  and  comfort 
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of  man,  tliat  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  hope  its  former  pros- 
perit}'  may  "be  speedily  restored,  if  not  surpassed. 

Passing  tlirougli  Petersburg  on  my  return  to  Wilmington, 
I  ■  confirmed  one  person  tliere,  at  the  request  of  Bishop 
Johns. 

January  14th,  1866,  I  held  a  special  confirmation  in  St. 
James' s  Church,  Wilmington,  and  administered  that  rite  to 
eighteen  persons. 

On  the  24th,  at  Summerville,  m  Brunswick  County,  I 
confirmed  two  persons. 

On  tlie  9tli  of  March,  I  commenced  a  visitation  to  the 
countr}"  on  the  upper  part  of  the  Cape  Fear  River,  and  on 
the  11th,  at  Fayetteville,  I  confirmed  twenty  persons;  on  the 
13th,  at  St.  Mark's,  Deep  River,  I  confirmed  three;  and  on 
the  14tli,  at  St.  Bartholomew's,  Pitt sborough,.  eight  others. 

On  the  20th  of  March,  I  held  another  special  confirma- 
tion at  St.  James*  s  Church,  Wilmington,  and  administered 
that  rite  to  one  person. 

On  the  25111,  at  Lumberton,  I  coiifirmed  one  person,  and 
administered  the  Hoi}'  Communion. 

April  19th,  at  Tarborough,  I  confirmed  eight  persons. 

On  the  21st,  I  preached  at  Enfield,  but  held  no  confirma- 
tion. 

On  the  22d,  at  Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Neck,  I  confirm- 
ed Hv^^  persons;  and 

On  the  24tli,  at  Halifax,  three. 

May  lltli,  at  Wilson,  I  confirmed  ten  persons. 

On  the  13th,  at  Goldsborough,  seventeen. 

On  the  15th,  at  Clinton,  eight. 

On  the  20th,  in  the  morning,  I  confirmed  in  St.  James's 
Church,  Wilmington,  twenty-two;  and  at  night,  at  St. 
John's,  ten.  On  the  22d,  at  St.  PauFs  Church,  I  confirmed 
fourteen  colored  persons,  and  in  the  afternoon  of  that  day, 
at  my  residence,  one  person  belonging  to  the  Parish  of  St. 
James's,  Wilmington. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  confirmed  in  the  Diocese, 
since  our  last  meeting,  has  been  two  hundi-ed  and  sixty -fiive. 
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I  luive  baptized  two  infants  and  t\YO  adults,  conducted  one^ 
funeral  and  celebrated  one  marriage. 

Of  tlie  Clergy,  we  have  lost  by  deatli,  one  valued  and  be- 
loved member  of  oui*  body,  tlie  Reverend  Robert  A.  Castle- 
man.  He  was  foully  assassinated  in  the  month  of  October 
last,  near  the  vilLage  of  Gaston,  by  some  wretch,  as  yet  un- 
known, who  either  bore  him  a  grudge,  the  existence  of 
wdiich  lie  himself  did  not  suspect,  or  who  mistook  him  for 
another  person.  It  is  not  creditable  to  the  administration 
of  justice  iji  this  State,  that  the  murderer  has  so  far  gone 
unpunished.  The  true  criminal  was  either  not  arrested,  or  if 
so,  was  dismissed.  The  whole  matter  seems  to  have  been 
followed  up  with  little  zeal  or  public  spirit. 

The  following  Clergymen  have  been  transferred  from  the 
Diocese,  to- wit:  The  Reverend  Frederick  FitzGerald,  and 
the  Reverend  Richard  H.  Mason,  to  that  of  New  Jersey; 
the  Reverend  John  C.  Tennant,  to  that  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  the  Reverend  Edmund  Withers,  to  that  of  Virginia. 
The  Reverend  J.  J.  Ridley,  M.  D.,  has  been  received  inta 
this  Diocese,  from  that  of  Tennessee. 

Tw^o  Clergymen,  who  were  members  of  our  body  anterior 
to  our  late  civil  war,  but  who  were  absent  from  the  State 
during  its  continuance,  have,  since  its  close,  been  transferred 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  other  Bishops,  to- wit:  The  Reverend 
Peyton  Gallagher  to  the  Bishop  of  Honolulu,  and  the 
Reverend  Jonathan  A.  Wainwright,  M.  D.,  to  that  of  the 
Bishop  of  Connecticut. 

The  whole  number  of  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese  is  lifty- 
one. 

Reverend  S.  S.  Barber  no  longer  officiates  as  Assistant  to- 
the  Reverend  George  B.  Wetmore,  but  is  now  acting  as  Mis- 
sionary in  Hyde  County.  The  Reverend  Angelo  A.  Benton 
has  resigned  the  Rectorsliip  of  Christ  Church,  Roclcfish,  and 
has  accepted  that  of  St.  Timothy's  Chui'ch,  Wilson.  The 
Reverend  George  M.  Everliart  has,  because  of  ill-health, 
resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte,  and 
that  Parish  is  now  vacant.  Tlie  Reverend  Edward  W. 
Gilliam  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Paul's  Church,. 
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Loaisbiirg,  and  the  Reverend  Dr.  Eidley  lias  recently  ac- 
cepted it.  The  Reverend  Israel  Harding  has  again  taken 
charge  of  St.  Thomas'  s  Church,  Bath,  and  the  Missionary 
region  around  it.  The  Reverend  Francis  AY.  Hilliard  has 
accei^ted  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Edenton. 
The  Reverend  JST.  Collin  Hughes  has  resumed  his  duties  as 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Beaufort  county,  which  had  been 
resigned  by  the  Reverend  Mr.  Kennerly.  The  Reverend 
Richard  H.  Jones  is  now  officiating  at  St.  PauTs  Church, 
Wilmington.  The  Reverend  Edward  M.  Forbes  has  resign- 
ed the  charge  of  Christ  Church,  Elizabeth  Cit}',  and  accepted 
that  of  Christ  Church,  jS^ewbern;  the  Reverend  M.  M.  Mar- 
shall has  taken  his  place  in  Elizabeth  City.  The  Reverend 
George  Patterson  has  become  Assistant  Minister  of  St. 
James's  Church,  Wilmington. 

The  Candidates  for  Orders  are  now:  Edward  Wooten, 
Horace  Cx.  Hilton,  John  Richard  Joyner,  Edmund  Gregory 
Prout,  and  William  B.  Gordon. 

It  is  a  grateful  duty  to  acknowledge  the  exceeding  abund- 
ance of  the  liberality  with  which  our  brethren  in  more  favor- 
ed regions  of  country,  and  especially  at  the  ]S"orth,  have 
contributed  to  the  relief  of  the  suffering  Clergy  of  our  o^vii 
Diocese,  as  v^'ell  as  of  others  in  the  Southern  States.     I  have 
received  from  Messrs.  R.  A.  Robinson  and  John  B.  Smith, 
acting  in  behalf  of  the  ladies  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars. 
From  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  the  suffering  Clergy  of  the 
Southern  Dioceses,  distributed  by  the  Committee  of  Domes- 
tic Missions  in  our  Church,   I  have  received  the  sum  of 
twelve  hundred  and  three  dollars  and  tifty  cents,*  to  be 
divided  among  that  class  in  my  own.     From  the  Society  in 
Maryland  for  the  same  object,  I  have  received  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  iifty  dollars,  to  be  used  in  like  manner,  and 
from  several  private  individuals  contributions  of  that  nature. 
From  the  Bureau  of  Relief  of  which  the  Reverend  Wm.  C. 
Doane  is  Secretary,  I  have  received  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  and  a  box  of  clothing  for  the  use  of  the  widow  of  a 
-Clergyman,  whose  case  is  one  peculiarly  appealing  to  chris- 
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tian  sympatliy.  I  liave  received  also  from  a  Ladies'  Society 
in  Cooperstown,  New  York,  a  valuable  box  of  clotliing, 
and  from  the  Parish  of  the  Reverend  James  A.  Buck,  of 
Maryland,  another  box  for  the  benefit  of  the  families  of  the 
suffering  Clergy  of  my  Diocese.  The  New  York  Bible  and 
Prayer  Book  Society,  and  the  Bishop  ^Yliite  Prayer  Book 
Society  of  Philadelj)liia,  have  likewise  made  us  generous 
donations  of  Prayer  Books  and  Bibles. 

I  feel  bound  also  to  acknowledge,  that  in  addition  to 
what  has  been  bestowed  upon  my  Diocese,  I  have  individ- 
ually received,  during  the  last  twelve  months,  many  valuable 
tokens  of  affection  from  old  friends,  and  especially  from 
former  parishioners  in  Baltimore,  that  beautiful  and  illus- 
trious City,  which  will  hereafter  be  more  honored  for  its 
benevolence  and  sympathy  with  its  suffering  fellow-coun- 
trymen, than  even  for  its  gallantry  in  the  resistance  of  inva- 
sion in  1814,  or  the  genius  with  which  it  has  for  so  many 
years  adorned  tlie  Legislature  and  Tribunals  of  the  nation. 

In  concluding-  an  address  which  I  meant  to  be  brief,  but 
which  involuntarily  I  have  found  growing  under  my  hands, 
I  feel  bound  to  sa}^  a  word  on  some  of  the  duties  now  lying 
before  us.  I  refer  more  especially  to  those  wliich  relate  to 
the  education  and  religious  instruction  of  the  colored  race 
among  us.  The  heaviest  charge  brought  against  us  by  our 
worst  enemies  is  that  of  hidifference  and  even  of  opposition 
to  the  welfare  of  that  race.  Let  us  do  nothing  Avhicli  will 
give  even  the  semblance  of  truth  to  this  chai-ge;  and  above 
all,  let  us  do  nothing  from  prejudice  or  from  passion  which 
shall  bb  contrary  to  the  line  of  duty  which  God  himself  has 
commanded  us  to  observe. 

Every  one  knows  that  the  general  condition  of  the  colored 
population  is  that  of  ignorance,  and  every  one  wlio  has  at- 
tempted to  impart  religious  instruction  to  them  knows  also 
that  their  ignorance,  as  to  that  class  of  subjects,  is  not  less 
universal,  and  scarcely  less  absolute,  than  as  to  any  other. 
It  is  then  an  indisputable  duty  to  enlighten  them.  One  im- 
portant means  of  doing  this,  is  to  teach  them  to  read  the 
Word  of  God.     The  Word  of  God  was  written  in  order  that 
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it  may  "be  read,  and  to  say,  either  by  our  action,  or  hy  oiir 
refusal  to  act,  tliat  a  large  class  of  tlie  community  sliall  not 
read  it,  seems  very  like  profanity.  If  read,  it  should  be  as 
far  as  possible  with  tlie  Commentary  wliich  tlie  Creeds  and 
the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  give,  securing  it  thereby  from 
the  fatal  misinterpretations  which  ignorant  and  fanatical  per- 
sons attach  to  it.  There  is  then  a  clear  obligation  on  us  to  do 
what  we  can  to  establish  schools  for  their  benefit,  for  with- 
out schools  there  can  be  no  regular  and  effective  instruction. 

One  of  the  most  beneficent  acts  of  the  late  General  Con- 
vention was  the  institution  of  a  commission  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  colored  people  under  the  authorty  of  the  Church, 
and  under  responsibility  to  its  Bishops  and  Clergy.  This 
furnishes  a  means  of  aiding  the  colored,  population  which  is 
effective  and  altogether  safe.  To  foster  and  extend  these 
schools,  as  far  as  may  be,  seems  one  of  our  clearest  duties; 
but  if  there  be  any  persons  who  doubt  whether  instruction 
should  be  thus  furnished,  let  them  remember  that  the  prac- 
tical question  is  not  whether  they  shall  be  taught,  but  by 
loliom  they  shall  be  taught.  Teachers  they  have  already, 
and  will  continue  to  have.  Shall  they  be  such  as  will  im- 
part sound  instruction,  and  be  under  our  own  du'ection,  or 
shall  they  be  such  as  chance  or  fanaticism  may  send?  Who 
can  doubt  what  should  be  our  course  in  this  respect, 
whether  we  regard  the  claims  of  duty  or  of  wisdom. 

A  question  of  the  same  sort  arises  with  regard  to  the  ad- 
mission of  colored  men  into  our  Ministry.  No  one  who 
thinks  a  moment  can  doubt  that  the  Ministers  of  a  people 
ought,  as  a  general  rule,  to  be  of  that  people  themselves; 
having,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  same  habits  of  thought,  lan- 
guage, and  feeling.  It  is  observable  that  the  Apostles  or- 
dained Elders  in  every  city,  i.  e.,  they  apponted  Ministers 
belonging  to  the  community  which  they  were  to  serve.  The 
English  Church  and  people,  in  tlieu-  dealings  with  the  Irish, 
disregarded  this  principle;  they  rejected  the  native  popula- 
tion, and  set  Englishmen  as  religious  instructors  of  an  alien 
race.     The  consequence  was,  that  the  people  rejected  them, 

and  followed  their  own  ignorant  clergy  in  preference  to  such 
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men  as  Usher  and  Bramliall  and  Jeremy  Taylor  and  Berkley ; 
and  that  tlie  Protestant  Clmrcli  in  Ireland  lias^  at  least  nntil 
very  lately,  regularly  declined,  instead  of  gaining  upon  the 
people.  If  then,  we  had  white  clergymen  to  minister  to  the 
colored  population,  it  is  very  questionable  whether  we 
should  use  them  exclusively;  but  actually  we  do  not  have 
them.  We  have  not  white  Missionaries  to  our  own  white 
people;  we  have  what  we  call  a  Diocesan  Missionary  Society, 
but  which  rather  deserves  the  name  of  a  Pastoral  Aid 
Society,  for  its  only  function  is  to  assist  feeble  Parishes. 
Since  the  death  of  the  lamented  Skiles,  we  really  have  not 
one,  properly  to  be  called  a  Missionary,  in  the  Diocese.  If 
we  do  not  support  Missionaries  to  th'e  whites,  then,  what 
likelihood  is  there  that  we  shall  send  them  to  the  blacks? 
When,  then,  we  ask  ourselves  whether  we  shaU  have  color- 
ed Ministers  or  not,  we  really  ask  ourselves  whether  we 
shall  have  Ministers  for  the  colored  race  or  not.  And  is  it 
to  be  endured  that  a  Church  which  claims  to  be  the  Cath- 
olic and  Apostolic  Church  in  jSTorth  Carolina,  shall  system- 
atically refuse  to  do  anything  for  the  religious  welfare  of 
one-thiixl  of  the  people  of  North  Carolina?  Shall  we,  like 
the  Priest  and  Levite,  see  the  wounded  man  lying  half  dead, 
and  pass  by  on  the  other  side,  and  leave  him  to  be  minister- 
ed to  by  some  hated  Samaritan?  This  would  be  to  confute 
our  own  pretensions,  and  it  is  to  be  remembered  with  re- 
gard to  this  subject,  as  with  regard  to  schools,  that  the 
question  is  not  whether  there  shall  be  colored  Ministers, 
but  what  sort  of  colored  Ministers  these  shall  be?  Colored 
Ministers  have  been,  are,  and  will  be  amongst  us.  Shall 
they  be  men  taught  in  the  Church,  ruled  by  the  Church, 
imparting  the  doctrines  of  the  Church,  or  shall  they  be 
fanatics  and  political  emissaries,  self-commissioned,  or  sent 
by  some  foreign,  and  it  may  be  hostile,  society? 

Led  by  such  considerations  as  these,  or  at  any  rate,  im- 
pelled by  a  sense  of  Christian  duty,  the  Presbyterians, 
Methodists  and  Baptists  of  this  State  are  already  training 
and  sending  forth,  or  preparing  to  train  and  send  forth,  such 
Ministers  to  the  colored  population.     The  Episcopal  Church 
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in  South  Carolina  lias  made  provision  for  the  same  object; 
shall  we  stand  alone  \^ith  regard  to  this  matter^  I  hope  the 
Convention  at  its  present  meeting  will  take  some  steps  to- 
wards inaugurating  a  system  of  preparation  of  colored 
Ministers  for  the  colored  people. 

You  are  already  aware,  dear  brethren,  that  my  health 
has  greatly  failed  this  Spring,  and  that  every  effort  which 
I  have  made  to  perform  my  official  duties  has  served  only 
to  enfeeble  it  the  more.  Under  tliese  circumstances,  many 
friends  have  urged  me,  and  by  their  great  kindness  have 
enabled  me,  to  leave  home  for  a  voyage  to  Europe.  My  ex- 
pectation is,  God  willing,  to  sail  from  Baltimore  on  the 
very  day  on  which  this  body  meets.  If  the  Convention 
shall  think  it  best,  in  consideration  of  this  state  of  facts, 
either  to  appoint  me  an  Assistant,  or  to  divide  the  Diocese, 
I  hereby  express  my  concurrence  in  any  such  measure. 

The  Clergy  will,  of  course,  durmg  my  absence,  send  in 
their  Reports  to  the  President  of  the  Standmg  Committee. 

In  taking  leave  of  3^ou,  my  dear  brethren,  for  a  long  time, 
it  may  be  for  all  time,  I  must  express  my  heartfelt  gratitude 
for  the  many  kindnesses  which  I  have  received  throughout 
the  whole  term  of  my  office,  and  which  have  gone  on 
increasing  until  this  moment;  and  I  heartily  pray  our  Hea- 
venly Father  that,  for  Christ's  sake,  His  blessing  may  rest 
abundantly  on  you  and  the  Diocese  you  represent.

Resolved,  That  wherever  the  word  Council  occurs  in  the  Constitution,  Can- 
ons, or  the  present  proceedings  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  the  word  Conven- 
tion be  substituted,  and  that  the  Secretary  conform  his  subsequent  reports  ac- 
cordingly. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Edward  W.  Gilliam, 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  Clergymen  be  appointed,  to  prepare 
an  Address  to  the  Church  in  North  Carolina,  on  the  subject  of  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, setting  forth  the  crippled  state  of  our  Mission  work,  the  importance  of 
that  work,  and  the  high  obligation  Churchmen  are  under  to  make  an  earnest, 
strenuous,  self-denying  and  systematic  eftbrt  to  sustain  it  with  a  liberality  com- 
mensurate with  its  importance. 

Rev.  E.  W.  Gilliam,  Rev.  Jarvis  Buxton  and  Rev.  W. 
E.  Snowden  were  appointed. 

The  Special  Committee,  to  wiiich  all  matters  relating  to 
the  colored  people  was  referred,  reported  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  several  papers  which  touch  the 
interests  of  the  colored  people  among  us,  report  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  commend  the  people  of  color  to  the  continued 
kindness  and  good  will  of  the  churchmen  of  this  Diocese. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  separate  houses  of  wor- 
ship should  l)e  provided,  as  soon  as  practicable,  for  the  colored  people — that 
there  should  be  separate  Sunday  Schools  and  separate  congregations  for  them; 
and  that  the  attention  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese  be  directed  to  the  importance 
of  seeking  out  suitable  colored  men  for  Catechists,  Sunday  School  Teachers  and 
Lay  Readers;  and  giving  them,  as  far  as  th  y  may,  personal  instruction  to  fit 
them  for  these  positions,  in  the  hope  that,  under  God's  providence,  many  of 
them  may  be  ultimately  qualified  to  become  the  spiritual  teachers  and  pastors  of 
their  race. 
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Resolved,  That  we  heartily  approve  and  earnestly  recommend  the  mental 
and  moral  training  of  the  colored  people  in  such  manner  and  to  such  degree  as 
the  condition  of  affairs  may  justify. 

The  Committee  suppose  the  particular  case  referred  to  them,  to  be  covered  by 
the  above  Resolutions,  and  ask  to  be  relieved  from  the  further  consideration  of  it.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  respectfully  report  that  the  Coimcil 
of  last  year  postponed,  for  the  action  of  this  Convention,  the  following  Resolution 
adopted  at  the  Convention  of  1862,  to-wit: 

Resolved,  That  Article  V  of  the  Constitution,  be  so  altered  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: To  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  except  in  cases 
other%\ase  specially  provided  for,  the  presence  of  one-third  of  all  the  Parochial 
Clergy,  and  delegates  from  seven  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  shall 
be  necessary.  Any  less  number,  however,  shall  be  competent  to  receive  Reports 
and  to  adjourn. 

The  Committee  find  no  other  business  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Con- 
vention. S.  C.  ROBERTS,  Chairman. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  S.  C.  Roberts, 

Resolved,  That  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  Council  of 
1862,  and  postponed  by  the  Councils  of  1863, 1864  and  1865  to  this  Convention, 
proposing  an  alteration  in  Art.  V  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese,  be  post  - 
poned  to  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  made  the  following  Report: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

The  Committee  of  Finance  respectfully  report:  That  they  have  examined  the 
Treasurer's  accounts  and  vouchers  and  find  them  correct,  and  the  balances  as 
stated  in  his  Report. 

The  Treasurer  has  in  possession  the  securities  of  the  Permanent  Fund  for 
support  of  the  Episcopate  and  Permanent  Missionary  Fund.  These  securities 
being  at  present  entirely  unproductive,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the 
Treasurer  be  authorized  to  dispose  of  them  at  his  discretion,  and  to  re-invest  the 
proceeds  in  such  active  and  undoubted  securities  as,  in  his  judgment,  may  be  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  Diocese. 
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The  Committee  deems  it  inexpedient  at  this  time  to  make  any  changes  in  the 
Scale  of  Assessments,  and  recommends  that  the  several  Parishes  be  urged  to  make 
every  effort  to  raise  the  amounts  assessed  upon  them  respectively.  The  securi- 
ties, which  have  heretofore  produced  a  large  proportion  of  the  funds  for  which 
the  assessments  are  made,  yielding  now  no  income,  there  is  greater  need  than 
over  for  each  Parish  to  do  all  it  can  towards  these  fimds. 

In  the  event  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  being  made,  the  Committee  can  think  of 
no  better  plan  to  provide  for  the  additional  expense,  than  to  rely  upon  the  volun- 
tary contributions  to  be  collected  in  the  several  Parishes,  in  such  manner  as  may 
seem  best  to  the  Clergymen  in  charge. 

The  Committee  offers,  therefore,  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  authorized  to  dis- 
pose of  the  securities  of  the  Pemanent  Episcopal  and  Permanent  Missionary 
Funds,  as  he  shall  think  best,  and  reinvest  the  proceeds  in  active  and  safe  secu- 
rities. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Scale  of  Assessments  continue  as  it  is,  and  that  each 
Parochial  Clergyman,  who  does  not  now  do  so,  is  earnestly  recommended  to  take 
up  weekly  collections,  unless  he  has  strong  reason  existing  in  his  Parish  to  lead 
him  to  a  different  course,  in  order  to  raise  the  assessments  upon  his  Parish,  as 
well  as  for  other  purposes.  W.  R.  WETMORE,  Chairman. 

Tile  Resolutions  were  adopted. 

On  motion,  leave  of  absence  was  granted,  after  to-day,  to 
Messrs.  A.  Mickle  and  G.  W.  Mordecai. 
On  motion  of  Rev.  R.  B.  Sutton, 

^  Whereas,  we  have  heard  with  profound  regret  of  the  sickness  of  our  beloved 
Diocesan,  and  the  consequent  necessity  of  a  voyage  to  Europe: 

Resolved,  That  we  do  sincerely  sympathize  with  him  in  his  sufferings,  and 
our  constant  prayer  to  Almighty  God  is,  that  he  maybe  speedily  restored  to 
health  and  usefulness. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  feel  his  absence  as  a  privation  and  a  loss  to  the 
Diocese,  yet  it  is  our  earnest  desire  that  he  should  remain  away  as  long  as  he 
thinks  expedient,  in  the  hope  of  thus  rendering  his  cure  more  complete. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  transmit  to  the  Bishop  a  copy 
of  these  resolutions. 

The  Committee  in  relation  to  the  appointment  of  an  As- 
sistant Bishop  and  the  division  of  the  Diocese,  reported  the 
following  Preamble  and  Resolutions,  as  a  substitute  for  the 
Report  of  yesterday: 

Whereas,  This  Convention  is  painfully  impressed  with  the  conviction  of  the 
inability  of  our  beloved  Diocesan,  from  what  is  believed  to  be  a  permanent  cause 
of  infirmity,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Episcopate;  and,  whereap,  he  has  as- 
sented to  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  an  Assistant  Bishop  be  elected  by  this  Convention,  with  the 
understanding  that,  as  soon  as  possible,  the  Diocese  is  to  be  divided. 
4 
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Resolved,  That  the  Convention  expects  the  Assistant  Bishop  to  hold  the  Rec- 
torship, for  the  present,  of  some  Parish  in  the  Diocese,  and  thus,  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  rest  of  the  Diocese,  secure  a  support. 

Resolved,  That  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  salary  to  be  paid  to  the  Assist- 
ant Bishop  be Dollars  per  annum. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Hangliton  moved  to  amend  by  dividing  the 
first  resolution,  after  tlie  word  ••^Convention." 

Maj.  Jolin  Huglies  moved  to  amend,  by  striking  out  all 
of  tlie  first  Resolution  after  the  word  Convention^  and  in- 
serting '  'without  intending  hereby  to  express  any  opinion 
against  the  propriety  of  a  division  of  the  Diocese,  whenever 
the  same  may  be  deemed  expedient." 

Gen.  W.  R.  Cox  moved  to  lay  the  whole  subject  on  the 
table. 

A  vote  by  Orders  was  called  for. 

The  motion  was  lost:  the  Clergy  voting,  Ayes  6,  Noes 
20;  the  Parishes  voting,  Ayes  8,  Noes  11. 

The  question  recurring  upon  the  amendment  of  Maj. 
Hughes,  it  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Haughton  withdrew  his  motion  to  amend. 

Dr.  A.  J.  DeRosset  moved:  That  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  relation  to  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Bishop 
and  the  division  of  the  Diocese  be  laid  over  for  the  conside- 
ration of  a  future  Convention. 

The  vote  by  Orders  being  demanded,  the  Resolution  was 
lost  by  a  vote  of— Clergy,  Ayes  9,  Noes  15;  and  Parishes, 
Ayes  11,  Noes  8. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  Resolutions 
rexDorted  by  the  Committee,  as  amended,  and  the  vote  by 
Orders  being  called  for,  the  Resolutions  were  lost — the 
Clergy  voting.  Ayes  16,  Noes  7;  and  the  Parishes,  Ayes  9, 
Noes  10. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  4  o'clock 
P.  M. 

4  o'clock  p.  m. 
Col.  S.  L.  Fremont  offered  the  following  Resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  when  this  Convention  completes  the  business  before  it  at  this 
place,  it  adjourn  to  meet  in  Special  Session,  in  St,  Stephen's  Church,  Golds- 
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boroiio-li,  on  the  Third  Wednesday  in  Novemher  next,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering the  whole  subject  of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  with  the  understanding  that

The  members  of  this  Committee  to  correspond  with  the  Vestry  and 
others  of  each  Parish,  and  see  what  the  people  of  each  locality  have  to  say  on 
this  subject.  The  Committee  to  report  all  the  facts,  and  their  opinion  to  the  ad- 
journed session  before  mentioned.

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  an  Address  on  the 
su"bject  of  Diocesan  Missions,  offered  the  following  Report 
and  Resolutions: 

report  of  address  on  diocesan  missions. 

The  Committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  prepare  an  Address  on  the  sub- 
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ject  of  Diocesan  Missions,  to  be  presented  by  the  Clergy,  in  the  name  of  this 
Convention,  to  their  respective  charges,  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  Report: 

Dear  Bretbtren; — The  Convention  of  the  Church,  convened  at  Newbern, 
addresses  you  on  the  subject  of  our  Diocesan  Missions.  It  calls  your  earnest  at- 
tention to  the  very  ^unsatisfactory  condition  of  Missionary  operations  in  this 
Diocese;  to  the  great  importance  of  making  these  operations  wide-spread  and 
effective;  and  to  the  way  in  which,  it  is  hoped,  the  funds  necessary  to  the  suc- 
cessful conduct  of  this  most  important  branch  of  our  work  may  be  supplied. 

Those  causes  which  have  prostrated  our  whole  country,  have  not  been  with- 
out their  necessary  effect  upon  our  Church,  and  every  work  she  has  in  hand. 
The  Missionary  Treasury  is  comparatively  empty.  If  we  except  the  assessments 
for  Missionary  purposes,  brought  to  the  present  Convention,  the  Missionary  Com- 
mittee are  without  funds;  and  these  assessments,  in  not  a  few  cases,  have  fallen 
much  behind  the  amount  levied.  The  consequence  is,  that  the  Diocese  is  doing 
no  Missionary  work  (properly  speaking,)  and  a  Christian  interest  of  the  utmost 
importance,  one  which  has  the  highest  claim  upon  your  sjinpathy,  your  prayers, 
and  your  liberality,  is  in  a  languishing  and  low  condition. 

We  must  ever  look  to  our  Missionary  operations  as,  under  God,  one  among  the 
chief  agencies  to  extend  and  perpetuate  Christian  principles  and  influence.  An 
efficient  Missionary  organization  is  a  great  need  among  us.  In  nearly  all  our 
towns,  and,  to  some  extent,  in  the  country,  the  Church  exists  and  thrives  imder 
the  control  of  resident  Clergymen.  But  it  is  upon  an  efficient  and  purely  Mis- 
sionary organization,  that  we  must  almost  solely  rely  to  carry  her,  and  her  holy, 
elevating  influences,  to  the  rural  population  of  the  State.  And  at  this  time 
peculiar  reasons  attach  a  singular  importance  to  such  an  organization.  Pros- 
trated by  the  fearful  struggle  through  which  we  have  lately  passed,  not  a  few 
Parishes,  formerly  self-supporting  (in  whole  or  in  part,)  are  now  without  Minis- 
ters. If  the  Missionary  be  not  sent  to  these  weakened  Parishes,  the  weakening 
process,  under  the  influence  of  a  continued  suspension  of  churchly  ministrations, 
will,  in  nearly  every  case,  go  on,  to  the  great  detriment  of  a  cause  which  should 
be  dear  to  your  hearts — the  cause  of  Christ  and  His  Church. 

While  we  are  fully  sensible  of  your  greatly  diminished  pecuniary  ability,  it  is 
bslieved,  that  a  very  considerable  degree  of  unconscious  strength  yet  re- 
mains in  the  Church,  and  that^  systematic  efforts  to  develop  this  strength  for 
the  purpose  [of  providing  for  Missionary  labor,  would  yield  an  amount  which, 
though  not  equal  to]  the  demand,  woidd  make  our  Missionary  organization  an 
effective  instrumentality.  Lading  to  heart  (as  we  ought)  the  importance  of  the 
object,  it  should  not  content  us  to  make  up  the  assessment  imposed  on  each 
Parish  for  Missionary  purposes;  we  should  feel  bound  to  go  beyond  this,  and 
self-denying,  systematic  charity  would,  it  is  thought,  enable  us  to  go  beyond  this. 
The  Convention  therefore  recommends,  that  every  Churchman  and  every  Parish 
within  the  Diocese  begin  at  once  a  systematic  method  of  giving  in  aid  of  Diocesan 
Missions,  believing  that,  were  we  to  follow  strictly  the  Apostolic  rule,  and  lay 
up  in  store  every  week  oven  a  very  trifling  sum  for  this  object,  the  aggregate  of 
these  offerings  throughout  the  Diocese,  in  the  course  of  a  year,  would  eventually, 
under  God's  blessing,  send  the  Church,  like  a  beam  of  light,  from  one  end  of  the 
State  to  the  other. 

Resolved,  That  we  request  the  publication  of  this  Address  in  the  Cliurch  In- 
telligencer; and  that  the  Clergy,  in  presenting  it,  in  the  name  of  the  Convention, 
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to  their  several  cliarg-es,  illustrate  and  enforce  it  by  such  accompanying  remarks  i 

as  to  them  may  seem  proper.

Resolved,  That  an  agent  be  sent  abroad  by  the  Standing  Committee,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Bishop,  to  solicit  funds  for  carrying  these  purposes  into  effect,  with 
the  aid,  if  possible,  of  the  General  Domestic  Committee,  and  that  he  be  commend- 
ed by  this  Convention  to  the  Christian  attentions  and  charities  of  the  members 
and  Ministers  of  this  Church, 

On  motion  of  Rev.  F.  W.  HiUiard, 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee  be  instructed  to  con- 
sider and  report  to  the  next  Annual  Convention,  whether  there  cannot  be  a  sys- 
tem of  itinerant  Missionary  labor  set  on  foot,  by  which  all  the  settled  Clergy  of 
the  Diocese  shall  regularly  each  year  make  Missionary  journeys,  by  two  and  two, 
of  say  a  month's  duration,  in  those  regions  where  the  Church  is  unknown. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  A. 
M.,  to-morrow.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  represent,  that  Paro- 
chial Reports  have  been  received  from  fifty-three  Parishes  and  Missionary  Sta- 
tions, besides  two  Army  C'haplaincies;  leaving  eighteen  Parishes  from  which  no 
report  (except  of  a  few  individual  acts)  has  been  received.  From  those  received 
the  Committee  have  gathered  the  following  summary,  viz:

Catechumens— White  624,  colored  497,  not  specified  256.     Total  1,422. 

Communicants — White  1,637,  colored  177,  not  specified  637.     Total  2,451.

Some  of  these  items  might  be  increased  from  the.  Bishop's  Address,  in  the 
cases  of  Parishes  visited  by  him,  but  from  which  no  Parochial  Report  has  been 
received.  On  the  other  hand,  it  should  be  noted  that,  in  four  instances,  the  Re- 
ports have  included  tlie  work  of  two  years. 

The  Committee  respectfully  urge  upon  the  Parishes  greater  punctuality  in 
making  their  returns,  and  more  care  in  specifying  certain  particulars,  such  as 
those  of  age  and  color. 

There  are  now  five  candidates  preparing  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

Four  Clergymen  have  left  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  and  one  has  been 
received  into  it. 

Though  our  pecuniary  affairs  are  wearing  a  more  cheerful  aspect,  and  we 
hope  that  the  Church's  work,  in  this  respect,  will  continue  to  improve,  we  re- 
gret to  notice  the  large  deficiencies  shown  by  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer,  and 
espe  cially  the  fact  that  only  $963  54  had,  up  to  the  time  of  balancing  his  ac- 
counts, been  i)aid  upon  the  Bishojj's  salary. 

The  Committee  rejoice  to  see,  by  the  Parochial  Reports  and  other  sources  of 
information  before  them,  that  the  Church  in  North  Carolina  is  alive  to  the  duty 
of  laboring  for  the  religious  instruction  and  moral  improvement  of  the  colored 
race;  and  they  hope  that  she  will  be  able  to  devise  and  carry  out  measures,  still 
more  effective,  for  their  spiritual  benefit.  In  this  connection,  the  Committee 
beg  leave  earnestly  to  commend  to  the  attention  of  the  Diocese  the  forcible  and 
clear  statement  made  on  this  subject  by  the  Bishop  in  his  Address  to  this  Con- 
vention.

The  Chaii'  decided  that  the  Resolution  was  in  order. 

Mr.  Haughton  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair. 

A  vote  by  Orders  was  demanded,  which  resulted  as  fol- 
lows: Clergy,  Ayes  10,  Noes  5;  Parishes,  Ayes  2,  Noes  9.

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  deeply  sympathize  with  his  greatly  afflicted 
family,  and  do  hereby  unanimously  tender  to  them  the  assurance  of  the  profound 
sorrow  with  wliich  it  has  learned  the  irreparable  loss  they  have  sustained. 

Resolved,  That  this  Preamble  and  these  Resolutions  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  this  Convention.

'Meport  of  liev.  ^.  S.  Barber,  Missionary  in  Hyde  County. 

I  came  to  this  interesting,  though  hitherto  negh?cted  field,  about  the  1st  of 
-April  last.     Owing  to  the  extreme  scarcity  of  horses,  and  the  consequent  want 
of  traveling  facilities,  I  have,  as  yet,  been  able  to  establish  appointments  at  only 
three  different  points  in  the  County,  and  the  whole  ground,  thus  occupied,  does 
mot  exceed  an  area  of  ten  miles.    At  all  these  places  the  congregations  are  re- 
.-apectable,  and  many  of  them  express  themselves  well-pleased  with  our  beautiful 
Liturgy,  and  are  anxious  to  procure  Prayer  Books.     As  far  as  I  have  been  able 
to  ascertain,  there  are  about  ten  resident  Communicants  in  the  County;  two 
candidates  for  Confirmation,  Avith  many  who  are  well-wishers  of  the  Church, 
.  and,  by  friendly  intercourse  and  pastoral  oversight,  may  be  brought  into  her 
Communion.     Had  this  field  been  cultivated  and  occupied  by  the  Church  in 
better  and  more  prosperous  days,  there  is  but  little  room  to  doubt  that  we,  to- 
.  day,  would  have  had,  not  only  an  organized  Parish,  but  a  consecrated  Church, 
in  Hyde  County.    But  now,  in  the  present  impoverished  condition  of  our  Dio- 
cese, this  is  an  object  not  attainable.     Meanwhile,  the  material  wherewith  to 
■  build  up  the  spiritual  house  here  is  abundant,  and  your  Missionary  can  but  la- 
.  bor  and  pray  for  the  prosperity  of  Zion,  and  look  to  God  for  a  blessing  upon  his

On  my  return  to  this  Parish,  May  Stli,  18G5,  much  to  my  disappointment  and 
sorrow,  I  found  the  Church  building  deprived  of  chancel  furniture,  pews  and 
windows,  one  of  the  painful  effects  of  a  disastrous  and  desolating  war,  in  con- 
sequence of  which  I  have  not  until  lately  been  able  to  officiate  at  Plymouth  with 
any  degree  of  regularity.  The  Vestry  have  recently  taken  steps  to  put  the 
Church  edifice  in  condition  for  public  worship  and  the  work  is  now  going  on  to 
completion.  This  Parish  is  indebted  to  the  builder  of  Grace  Church,  to  the 
amoimt  of  nearly  four  hundred  dollars.  This  is  a  source  of  painful  regret,  inas- 
much as  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  Parish  is  such  as  to  preclude  all  hopes  of 
a  speedy  liquidation  of  the  debt.  Many  of  its  beloved  and  most  useful  members 
were  refugees  during  the  recent  conflict  and  are  now  residing  in  other  Parishes. 
Their  loss  is  keenly  felt  by  the  Church  in  this  part  of  the  Lord's  vineyard.  The 
members  of  this  Parish,  as  well  as  those  of  St.  Luke's  and  of  the  Church  of  the 
Advent,  Williamston,  are  in  such  reduced  condition  as  to  be  unable  to  meet  the 
assessments  of  their  respective  Parishes.  As  I  receive  no  salary  from  the  con- 
gregations I  serve,  the  Bishop  has  directed  me  to  apply  the  Sunday  collections 
to  my  support,  which  I  have  done;  the  amount  in  all  being  about  twenty-five 
dollars.

During  the  late  war,  after  the  departure  from  Edenton  of  the  Rector,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Johnston,  who  left  home  in  February  18G2,  and  was  for  a  long  time  pre- 
vented, chietly  by  protracted  illness,  from  returning  to  his  charge,  this  Parish 
was  faithfully  served  by  the  Rev.  Henry  A.  Skinner,  to  whom  the  thanks  of  the 
congregation,  as  they  are  eminently  due,  are  hereby  heartily  tendered.  Dr. 
Johnston  returned  in  the  Fall  of  1864,  but  was  unable  to  officiate  more  than  once 
or  t^^dce.  Mr.  Skinner  left  about  Easter  1865,  and  from  that  time  until  the  fol- 
lowing October,  except  on  one  or  two  occasions,  the  Church  remained  closed. 
Dr.  Johnston  died  in  August  1865,  and  thus  was  removed  from  the  scene  of  his 
earnest  and  remarkably  successful  earthly  labors  to  his  joyous  rest  in  Paradise,. 
one,  whose  loss  the  Church  in  the  whole  Diocese,  and  especially  the  older  Clergy, 
must  have  felt  profoundly,  and  who,  to  his  Parish,  had  become,  through  his  long 
ministrations  among  them,  extending  over  nearly  thirty  years,  and  his  noble 
and  beautiful  traits  of  character  as  a  Christian  man  and  a  Christian  Priest,  a 
father,  beloved  and  revered  beyond  expression. 

In  October  1865,  I  arrived  in  Edenton,  hashing  secured  the  charge  of  the 
Academy  in  this  place,  as  a  necessary  means  of  livelihood  for  my  family,  and  at 
the  request  of  the  congregation,  immediately  opened  the  Church,  and  officiated 
regularly  until  Easter,  assisted  frequently  by  the  Rev.  E.  W,  Gilliam,  and  also, 
at  different  times,  by  the  Rev.  B.  S.  Bronson  of  Maryland,  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Skinner.  On  Easter  Monday  a  Vestry  was  elected,  and  soon  thereafter  I  was 
called  to  the  Rectorshij),  and  entered  upon  my  duties  on  the  fourth  Sunday  after 
Easter,  April  29th.  ^ 

Most  of  the  members  of  the  congregation,  who  were  absent  during  the  war, 
have  returned,  rejoiced  to  find  the  beautiful  and  venerable  Church  quite  unin- 
jured, and  the  town  resuming,  by  degrees,  its  wonted  appearance.  Sad  changes, 
however,  have  taken  place  in  the  congregation.  The  former  Senior  Warden, 
Dr.  Wm.  C.  Warren,  has  permanently  removed;  the  Junior  Warden,  Mr.  Wm. 
Badham,  whose  faithful  services,  for  many  years,  as  treasurer,  were  of  vast  bene- 
fit to  the  Rector  and  the  Parish,  died  in  1863;  and  two  of  the  leading  Vestrymen, 
and  most  earnest  friends  of  the  Church,  Maj.  T.  L.  Skinner  and  E.  C.  Hines,  Esq., 
fell  victims  to  the  hand  of  war,  the  former  on  the  battle-field,  and  the  latter 
from  sickness  contracted  in  camp.  To  a  great  extent  another  generation  has 
come  forward  to  assist  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Church,  but  the  interest 
and  zeal,  which  many  of  them  manifest,  give  good  augury  for  the  iDrosperity  of 
this  ancient  Parish. 

So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  Vestry  books  and  Parish  Register 
are  either  lost  or  stolen.     They  run  back  to  the  early  part  of  the  last  century. 
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and,  if  not  recovered,  will  prove  a  serious  loss,  not  only  to  the  Parish,  but  to  the 
Church  at  large.  Without  a  Register,  it  is  diflBcult  to  arrive  at  an  exact  list  of 
Communicants,  but  the  number  given  above  approximates  quite  nearly  to  cor- 
rectness. 

The  colored  people,  of  whom  there  are  very  many  in  and  about  the  town 
who  have  been  baptized  in  the  Church,  and  not  a  few  who  have  been  Commu- 
nicants, engage  my  serious  thoughts,  and  I  hope  soon  to  be  guided  to  the  adop- 
tion of  some  plan  for  their  instruction,  which  shall  secure  to  them  the  inesti- 
mable blessing  of  the  Church's  guidance. 

The  length  of  this  lieport  must  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact,  that  the  Diocese 
has  heard  but  little  from  St.  Paul's,  Edenton,  in  the  last  five  years.

At  the  timo  of  the  la^t  Diocesan  Convention  I  was  officiating  in  Edgecombe, 
Nash  and  Halifax,  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Dr.  Cheshire.  In  December  I  re- 
moved to  Wilmington,  and  in  February  was  apix)inted  by  the  Bishop  to  tlie 
charge  of  a  colored  congregation  in  the  latter  place,  Avorshipping  in  St.  PauFs 
Church. 

This  congregation  has  been  formed  in  good  part  of  materials  gathered  from 
the  congregations  of  St.  James's  and  St.  John's,  and  from  the  former  one  of  St. 
Paul's  Parish.  So  far  its  success  has  equalled  our  expectations.  Regular  servi- 
ces have  been  held  every  Lord's  day  and  night  through  the  winter,  and  iipon 
Wednesday  niglit.  Many  of  the  congregation  read  very  well,  and  the  responses 
are  very  creditably  made. 

There  is  also  a  colored  school  indirectly  connected  with  the  Mission,  nunv 
bering  more  than  200  children,  and  taught  by  two  ladies,  communicants  of  the 
Church,  sent  out  and  sujij^orted  by  th<^  Freedmen's  Commission  of  the  Episcopal 
Church. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Mission  will  prove  beneficial,  not  only  to  the  Freedmen, 
but  also  to  the  community  in  general,  by  inculcating  i)rinciples  of  order  and  law, 
and  substituting,  for  the  fanatical  instructions  t<^  wliich  that  class  woidd  other- 
wise be  subjected,  the  sound  conservative  teacliings  of  the  Cliurch.

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The  amount  reported  for  paTOchial  objects  includes  one  liundred  and  seventy- 
five  dollars  realized  by  a  dinner  and  tableaux,  for  the  purpose  of  putting  a  ne*v 
enclosure  around  the  Church;  also  thirty-two  dollars  subscri])ed  by  the  children 
of  the  Sunday  School  for  a  new  library,  and  nearly  forty  dollars  collected  by 
general  subscription  for  a  new  stove.  In  making  up  these  several  amounts,  it 
is  difficult  to  say  who  were  the  most  assiduous,  the  adults  or  the  children:  each 
one  laboring  most  earnestly  to  make  up  the  required  amounts. 

The  Rector  feels  under  many  obligations  for  these  kindnesses,  and  hopes  that 
his  people  will  continue  to  manifest  the  same  zeal  in  behalf  of  the  Church  of  God. 

Besides  the  Sunday  School  reported,  I  may  here  say  that  I  have  organized 
one  for  the  colored  children,  which  has  so  far  been  perfectly  successful, — the 
number  of  regular  attendants  being  more  than  a  liundred.  Tliey  are  taught 
entirely  catechetically,  and  evince  much  interest. 

In  the  Providence  of  God,  everything  in  my  Parish  is  most  fiourisliing:  large 
congregations;  full  Sunday  School,  both  white  and  colored:  and  a  willingness  to 
give  of  their  worldly  goods  for  the  benefit  of  tlie  Church.

In  consequence  of  being  separated  horn  my  papers  and  the  Parish  Records, 
I  was  not  able  to  report  from  the  Parish  of  St.  James  at  the  time  of  the  last 
DiocesaA  Convention.  My  present  Report  will  therefore  extend  over  two  yt^ars, 
from  the  Convention  of  1864,  to  the  present.

This  includes  services  performed  at  Sunmier-vilk-,  Bald  Head  and  other  out- 
lying Stations,  visited  by  the  Clergy  of  the  Parish.  Ten  of  the  funerals  were  of 
officers  and  soldiers  who  fell  in  the  Confederate  service.  Tliree  of  the  baptisms 
were  of  Confederate  officers  and  soldiers,  by  Rev.  Mr.  Patterson,  while  with  the 
Army  as  Chaplain  of  the  od  N.  C.  T.  Three  were  of  soldiers  baptized  by  myself, 
m  the  Confederate  Hospital  in  this  place. 

It  will  be  observed  tliat  no  colored  confirmations  or  communicants  are  re- 
ported;—the  colored  congregation  of  St.  PauFs  having  absorbed  that  portion  of 
M.jr  own  congregation. 

It  was  the  purpose  of  St.  James's  Parish  to  establish  and  maintain  a  Mission 
to  the  colored  people  of  Wilmington;  and  steps  to  this  end  were  taken  in  1864. 
l>H?t  were  abandoned  in  consequence  of  the  capture  of  Fort  Fisher.  The  attempt 
was  resumed  in  1865,  and  the  arrangements  were  partially  completed.  But  the 
Ksbop  thinking  it  better  tliat  the  colored  Mission  slioiild  be  separate  and  inde- 
pe«ideint.  the  measure  was  again  abandoned;  and  the  present  organization  of  St. 
Paul's  colored  congregation  substituted. 

Previously  to  the  occui)ation  of  the  City  by  tlie  U.  S.  Anny  in  February  1865. 
I  had  obtained  the  Bisho])'s  authority,  in  the  event  of  such  occupation;  for  the 
omission  of  the  prayer  for  the  President  of  the  Confederate  States.  Upon  the 
capture  of  the  city,  liowever,  I  was  required  by  the  U.  S.  Military  authorities, 
ftirthermore,  to  use  that  for  the  President  of  the  United  States.  This,  I  felt.  I 
liad  no  Canonical  right  to  do;  and  for  this  reason,  and  because  1  would  by  its  use 
have  made  myself  a  party  to  the  infringement  of  the  liberty  of  the  Church,  to 
direct  her  own  worship,  1  refused  compliance.  The  keys  of  the  Church  were 
tlien  seized  by  military  orders,  emanating,  I  believe,  from  Maj.  Gen.  Schofield. 
Subsequently,  the  Church  was  seized  by  order  of  Brig.  Gen.  Jos.  Hawley,  (now 
Governor  of  Connecticut)  for  a  military  hospital.  This  was  not  the  first  calamity 
of  the  sort,  in  the  history  of  the  Parish  Church  of  St.  James.  In  1780,  during 
the  occupation  of  Wilmington  by  the  British  troops,  tlie  Church  Avas  stripped  of 
its  pews  and  furniture,  and  converte;d,  first  into  a  hospital,  then  into  a  block- 
house, and  finally  into  a  riding-school  for  Tarleton's  Dragoons. 

In  1865,  the  pews  were  again  torn  out  with  pick-axes.  The  Pastor  and  people 
liad  quietly,  however  reluctantly,  submitted  to  the  change  of  authority.  There 
vrvs  sufficient  room  elsewhere,  more  suitable  for  hospital  purposes.     Other  hos- 
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pitals  had  to  be  emptied  to  supply  even  half  the  beds  in  the  Church,  which  were 
indeed  never  much  more  than  half  filled. 

Though,  by  the  express  admission  of  Gen.  Hawley,  I  had  conmiitted  no  overt 
act  of  resistance  to  the  authority  of  the  U.  S.  after  the  occupation  of  the  city, 
yet,  upon  the  grounds  of  my  political  opinion,  and  siipposed  intiuencc  with  my 
congregation,  I  was  ordered  to  prepare  to  leave  the  lines; — a  hardship,  which, 
was  delayed  by  the  courtesy  of  Gen.  Hawley,  but  finally  iirevented  only  by  the 
rapidly  changing  fortunes  of  the  war. 

During  the  Spring  of  1865,  and  the  occupation  of  the  Church,  1  assembled 
the  Communicants  from  house  to  house,  for  the  breaking  of  Bread  and  Prayers. 

After  the  surrender  of  the  Confederate  forces,  and  the  re-establishment  of  the 
authority  of  the  U.  S.  Government,  I  made  application  to  the  Secretary  of  War, 
for  the  restoration  of  the  Church.  This  he  promised,  upon  the  condition  of  the 
use  of  the  i)rayer  for  the  President  of  the  U.  S. — a  condition  with  which  I  was 
then  prejmred  to  comply,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop. 

Meantime,  the  efforts  of  the  Kev.  Mr.  Patterson,  who  was  supi)lying  my 
place  in  my  absence,  had  secured  the  same  result  from  the  local  military  authori- 
ties. But  the  Church  building  was  very  seriously  damaged.  An  estimate  of  the 
amount  necessary  for  its  repair  was  forwarded  to  Washington,  with  an  applica- 
tion for  remuneration  to  that  extent,  but  without  success. 

The  congregation  were  thereby  heavily  taxed  at  a  time  when  they  could  ill 
afford.it.  The  work  was,  however,  done;  and  upon  the  second  Sunday  in  Advent 
1865,  the  Church  of  St.  James  was  re-opened  for  public  worship. 

All  these  circimistances:  the  failure  of  the  Confederacy,  and  the  consequent 
(almost)  annihilation  of  individual  incomes;  the  suspension  of  services,  and  of  the 
offertory,  and  the  special  expenditures  required  to  put  the  building  into  a  con- 
dition to  be  re-occupied,  liave  interfered  materially  with  the  ability  of  the  con- 
gregation to  contribute  to  the  usual  objects  of  beneficence.  Yet  their  liberality 
has  abounded,  and  seemed  even  to  increase,  and  within  the  six  months,  during 
which  we  have  been  in  possession  of  the  Church,  not  only  have  the  Diocesan 
assessments  been  all  contributed  at  the  public  offertory,  but  in  addition,  a  con- 
siderable sum  for  Parish  purposes. 

My  report,  in  this  respect  also,  must  extend  o^-er  two  }'ears,  from  the  Con- 
vention of  1864  to  the  present.

In  explanation  of  the  contribution  for  Parochial  purposes,  it  is  well  to  men- 
tion that,  by  the  liberality  and  forethought  of  a  member  of  the  Parish,  a  quan- 
tity of  cotton  was,  before  the  capture  of  the  town,  placed  in  my  hands  for  the 
relief  of  families  suffering  from  the  effects  of  the  war.  This,  by  the  intervention 
of  friends  at  the  North,  and  the  liberality  of  the  U.  S.  Government,  was  j^rotect- 
ed,  and,  (by  special  orders  from  the  Secretaries  of  War  and  the  Treasury,)  ship- 
ped under  my  direction,  and  to  my  own  consignees,  at  a  time  when  other  ship- 
ments of  cotton  w^ere  prohibited  by  order  of  the  Commander-in-Chief.  By  this 
means  a  fund  of  about  $3000  was  realized  at  the  period  of  most  severe  pressure, 
and  converted  into  pro-sisions  for  local  distribution.  The  relief  afforded  by  this 
m.easure  can  scarcely  be  exaggerated. 

I  desire,  moreover,  to  acknowledge  a  contribution  of  $100,  received  through 
Rev.  Dr.  Corcoran  from  Arch-Bishop  Spalding  (R.  C.)  of  Baltimore,  for  the  relief 
of  sufferers  by  the  war  in  my  Parish. 

In  addition  to  the  items  reported  above,  there  have  been  raised  in  the  Parish, 
for  purposes  really  Diocesan,  since  the  first  of  May,  nearly  $1200, — which,  how^- 
ever,  will  fall  more  accurately  within  the  acts  ot  the  next  year. 

In  December  1864,  the  Right  Rev.  Thomas  Atkinson.  D.D.,  resigned  the  Rec- 
torship of  the  Parish,  and  the  Assistant  Minister, — the  Rev.  A.  A.  Watsoil — suc- 
ceeded to  the  office.  In  December  1865,  the  Rev.  George  Patterson  Avas  invited 
to  become  its  Assistant  Minister,  an  office  which  he  accepted  and  still  holds.

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  in  making  hin  Report,  would  call  the  attention 
'•of  the  Convention  to  the  state  of  the  Finances.  During  the  past  year  he  has 
only  been  ahle  to  pay  the  Bishop  nine  hundred  dollars,  and  no  disbursements 
have  been  made  to  Missionaries  since  the  last  Convention,  at  which  time  all  the 
money  received  from  the  Parishes  was  at  once  paid  out.  In  view  of  the  urgent 
wants  of  the  Diocese,  about  the  1st  of  January  he  addressed  a  circular  to  the 
Parochial  Clergy,  calling  their  attention  to  the  facts,  and  requesting  them  to  for- 
ward their  annual  assessments  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible.  This  met  with  few 
responses  till  the  end  of  March,  and  he  now  has  en  hand:

on  hand  and  to  be  received  at  the  present  time,  be  applied  to  meet  the  demands 

of  the  coming  year. 

I  would  also  call  tlie  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the  present  mode  of 
-assessing  the  Parishes.  No  regular  rule  has  been  i)reviously  adopted,  and  that 
in  force  has  been,  and  still  is,  entirely  arbitrary.  The  Committee  to  Avhom  this 
subject  was  referred  at  the  last  Convention  felt  it  to  be  so,  but  the  returns  from 
the  Parishes  were  so  incomplete  as  to  render  it  impossible  to  adopt  any  other. 
Would  it  not  be  best  to  lay  an  assessment  on  each  Communicant,  and  by  the 
Parochial  Reports  determine  the  portion  of  exjjenses  to  be  borne  by  each  Parisb. 
Or  let  the  Convention  appoint  certain  Sundays  in  the  year,  monthly  or  quarterly, 
^on  which  collections  shall  be  taken  up  for  that  })urpose.
